taking his second trip to China to make 
all the arrangements for President 
Nixon's trip to Peking or to try to find out 
just what is going on in that country. 
Whatever the motives, it seems likely 
that Mr. Kissinger may have trouble 
breaking the secrecy barrier which is 
common to both Communists and 
Chinese. 


Several years ago there were many 


rumors that Chairman Mao Tse Tung 
had suffered a serious illness and was 
incapacitated. Subsequently came 
pictures of him smilingly swimming 
down the Yangste River. 


But this year the failure of both Mao 


and his alleged successor, Lin Piao, to 
appear in public, the cancellation of the 
usually widely publicized National Day 
celebrations, the unexplained so far 
crash of an airliner, the lack of pictures 
of Mao in the newspapers, have all 
contributed to the belief that at the very 
least there is a pu\\ er struggle going on.

Recently there have been warnings of
